a: Denver, January 26, 1860; 
To His Excellency, Lucien W. Bliss, 

Ading Governor of Jefferson Territory: 

Si: Circumstances have occurred 
which render it my imperative duty to 
take a step which 1s attended with much 
regret upon my part, though a sense of 
self-respect, and the duty I owe to a great 
princple to which I am and have been 
strongly attached, make that step almost 
an unavoidable necessity. I desire, sir, 
to teider to you my resignation of the 
office of Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, and, in domg so, I desire to give 
fairly, plainly and fully my reasons for 
so domg. 

An arhcle was inserted m the Organic 
Act, making it obhgatory upon the Gen- 
eral Assembly, at ats first sessjon, to pass 
a general school law, and provide for a 
school fund. The Provisional Legislature 
met on the 7th of November, when a bill 
was introduced providing for a school sys- 
tem, and 1t was defeated through the ef- 
forts of Messrs. Hall, Jackson, and others 
snfthe House. Another bill wasintroduced, 
much shorter, and only sufficient to meet 
ihe wants of the next season’s emigration. 
This, too, encoUntered opposition, but pass- 
ed the House, and was immédiately tabled 
in the Council, through the influence of 
Messrs N. G. Wyatt and Eli Carter. 

At the eatra session of the General 
Assembly, a bill for a school law was pie- 
sented, but immediately upon its introduc- 
tion it encountered the most violent oppo- 
sition, especially from Mr. Z. Jackson, 
who wes so energetic in his attacks upou 
it, that be resorted to various dilatory mo- 
tions and tactics to worry the measure to 
death, which he at length succeeded in 
doing, and, by the following vote on his 
motion, the bill was postponed ull the first 
of January, 1861- Ayes—Messrs. Jack- 
son, Moore, Wall, Kellogg and Post—d, 
Nays—Messrs Davidson, James, Ed- 
wards and Smith—4, thus effectually lall- 
ing the bill. 

Dogs not any one see that the mere fact 
of haying a school system, with a school 
fund established, would give the © Provis- 
ional Government a moral prestige with 
thinking people, which would advantage 
the government ten times the small ex- 
pense incurred. The objection of want 
of juvenile population, comes with extreme 
bad grace from men who estimate next 
summer’s emigration at 150,000, and a 
large proportion of that in famihes, Ev- 
ery indication points to a population of at 
least 2,000 children in the Territory next 
winter, and now that no school law can 
be enacted before next November, and 
then such law cannot be put into practical 
operation before .mid-winter, when we 
will need some ‘forty or fifty schools in 
operation. : 

But, sir, it is needless to canvass the 
objections of the opposers of education to 
a: school system, for there never was yet 
a good and estimable thmg but had its op, 
posers, And now. sir, I do not so much 
wish to deplore the result of this opposi- 
tion, as I do wish to note the men who 
have opposed; so that when a better day

A warrant for Atkins’ arrest was 1s: 
sued the next morning by Justice Stone, 
a form of trial given, ard he was acquit: 
ted Durng-the tral he behaved more 
hke a mamiac than a man, insulting and 
cursing both the Justice and jury, constant- 
ly. Sheriff Kehler used every endeavor 
to keep him quet He seemed determin- 
ed to kill the Justice, because he had is- 
sued a warrant to arrest him At Jast 
Kehler took him out of doors to try to 
persuade him to keep still, and be peace- 
able After a httle conversation, Kehler 
remarked that ‘there was a set of men 
around there who would not work At- 
kins wished to know if he meant hin — 
Kehler answered that hejdid not know but 
he did, upon which Atkins commenced 
pushing Kehler back, and at the same 
ume fired athım with a single barrel 
pistol—iwhich he held in his pants pocket 
—and missed. Kehler ae re- 
turned the fire with a six inch revolver, 
the ball taking effect about two inches 
above his right nipple, and lodging near 
the surface under the shoulder blade and 
near the bacl-bone. He reeled and fell, 
and was carried to the house of Mr. Fer- 
ris. One of Atlnns’ associates, by the 
name of Joe Dido, as scon as he saw him 
fall, took leg bail, and thereby probably 
saved his life He has been compelled 
to leave the mountains, never to return.

Another leaf of the book of time has 

been turned, as the hackneyed phrase 
runs. The record of 1859 ıs closed. It 
1s replete with interest and most conse- 
quential for the future. Mankind could 
boast of many progressive achievements 
while making that one long stride through 
the infiniteness of tıme. The nation pro- 
gressists par excellence—the Anglo-Amer- 
cans partieularly—can justly claim ma- 
terial and intellectual 1mprovements, that 
appear ın bold relief, and deserve pre- 
eminence amidst the general onward 
movoment of humanity. In reviewing 
their ‘‘deeds of progress,” the observer 
cannot, however, fail to be struck with 
the sense of unconsciousness that appears 
to prevail among a large portion of the 
Yankee nation with regard to the true 
bearing of some of the advances made 
towards the material development of their 
dommions. The importance of the open- 
ing of the gold fields of the Rocky Moun- 
tams has certamly not been realized by 
the Anglo-American public generally 
The truly incalculable extent to which the 
mineral treasures of the “backbone of 
North America” is hkely to effect the 
prosperity of the entire portion of the 
Union that expands east of the former, 
is hardly dreamed of by the bulk of our 
countrymen. But 1860 will open their 
eyes. Ere twelye more months shall 
have elapsed they will be forced into the 
conviction that a Dorado has been thrown 
open that will soon rival that of the Pa- 
cific coast, and will probably tend to 
change the whole aspect of the “ Great 
West,” and produce a change of “‘gravita- 
lion,” 1£ not a perfect revolution, of the 
commercial relanons of this country. 
, Its well enough, when beholding the 
condition of public affairs at the opening 
of the new year, to enjoy the benefit of 
the consoling sense of the saying, “all 1s 
well that ends well” If things should 
end in 1860 as they commenced, there 
would be good reason for gloomy and 
desponding sensations. The continued 
failure to organize’ of the lower house of 
Congress—the increased acerbity of feel- 
ing between the North and South—the 
depression of commerce and industry, 
certainly appear to justify some apprehen- 
sions as to the character of the record of 
1860. I smcerely bope that those clouds 
will be swept away before Jong, and peace, 
friendship and prosperity ever more uni- 
versally prevail. 

Public attention is now universally oc- 
cupied with the meeting of the State 
Legislatures, which convened in many 
commonwealths of the East, West, North 
and South, on the first Monday of this 
month. 

Another object of interest is found in 
the meetings of Democratic and Republi- 
can State Conventions for the election of 
Delegates to the respective National Con- 
ventions. The Hlimois Democratic Con- 
ventign came off on the 4th inst. Dou- 
glas prevailed to an all-absorbing extent. 
But, although the majority of the Demoe- 
racy of the North.is undoubtedly for him, 
his Lecompton foes will make him swal- 
low many a bitter pill yet. Everywhere 
—even in IIinois—they are making vig- 
orous efforts to elect a set of delegates of 
their own, and will strive to receive ad- 
mrssion for them in the Charleston Con- 
vention. The session of that body will 
undoubtedly be distinguished by some 
grand rows. , 

The National Republican Convention 
will be held in June-next in the city .of 
Chicago—a selection which seems to be 
generally approved by the followers of 
the Republican banner. 

Gov. Chase will probably be elected 
this week by the Ohio Legislature to suc 
céed Senator Pugh. 3

. Eprror News: An event having re- 
cently taken place in our-commumty, with 
which. the name of our able and efficient 
Sheriff is connected, and being aware that 
many reports will be circulated in relation 
to the circumstances of the affair—per- 
haps to his detriment—we beg leave, 
through the medium of your columns, to 
make the following statement, which con- 
tains a truthful account of all the facts of 
the cise: 

On the evemmng of the 3d inst. some 
young men from Gregory Pont hired the 
City Hall, in Mountain City, with the m- 
tenon of having a private dance. Mr. 
W. W. Atkins, alias “Pennsyltuck,” to- 
gether wuh`a number of young men 
whom he could influence, went to the hall, 
and effected an entrance by breakmg 1m 
the doors. Mr. J. H. Kehler, hearing 
that such an attempt was to be made, ar- 
rived upon the ground, but too late to pres 
vent the breaking up of the party, and 
the destruction of property that ensued. 
After driving tha inmates from the hall, 
many of whom jumped from a second 
story window, Atkins assaulted a gentle- 
man who is regarded as a peaceable and 
unoffending citizen, without the slightest 
cause or provocation as we can learn 

He was arrested the next day, and 
brought before a jury of twelve men to 
be tried. He had previously threatened 
to “clean out the Court,” and that he would 
take the hfe of Mr. Shute the prosecutor, 
Judge Mayhew, the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, and also that of Dr. J. S. Stone, our 
Miners’ Justice. These threats having 
been publicly made, our Sherff very 
properly summoned a posse of men to at- 
tend the court, properly armed, that no 
injury might be done to any person on the 
occasion. 

The trial took place on the afternoon or 
the 4th inst. The prisoner was defended 
ty Jas. J. Raridan and Geo. W. Brizee, 
Esqs. Duting the progress of the tnal 
he used language to the Court improper 
to be repeated, and thieatened the life of 
the Court as soon as he left the bench_— 
All present seemed to feel what the con- 
sequences of his conduct would be, and 
evidently wished to avert the catastrophe 
as long as possible. As manyas twenty 
men stood with pistols cocked, intending 
to use them as soon as the first movement 
was made indicating his intention to in- 
Jure the Court 

Notwithstanding his conduct, the jury, 
true to their oaths, 1n view of the insufh- 
cient evidence, rendered a verdict of “not 
guilty,” upon which he abused them in 
indecent terms. The Sheriff informed 
him that he and other parties must be- 
have better than they had, or they could 
not remain in this country—or words to 
that effect—upon which Atkins pushed 
him back, and exclaimed “Don't shoot,” 
and at the same instant fired a pistol at 
Kehler, from the inside of Ins pocket, 
after which the Sheriff drew his revolver, 
and shot the prisoner through the right 
breast, the ball passing downward. lodged 
near the spine, and was cut out by Dr 
Thompson, Itis very doubtful if he ever 
recovers. 

It is needless to say that the entre com- 
munity not only approve, but endorse the 
acts of the Sheriff, and feel proud of him 
as a public officer. The largest meeting 
that has ever been held here—with the 
exception of the one when Horace Gree- 
ley addressed us Jast June—appreved of 
his course without a dissenting voice, and 
there must have been as many as six hun- 
dred persons present. If J. H. Kehler 
should be a candidate to-morrow for Sher- 
iff; there would not be ten votes against 
bim in the mountains, and these who 
would not support him would be of a class 
whose favors would confer upon him no 

onor. 

A Vigilance Committee has been or- 
ganized here, and the reign of terror has 
closed. We have ropes for murderers, 
and all those who commit crimes of a bigh 
nature, and whips for thieves and fighting 
men, which will be freely used when they 
are found guilty, ae 

One of Atkins accomphces has been 
banighed from the mountains; the others 
are mostly young men, who will doubtless 
take warning by his fate, and do better in 
the future. :

FIRST HOUSE. 

As early as October, 1858, a cabin was 
built near Cherry Creek, on Wazee street, 
but ıt was not roofed (except occasionally 
with wagon sheets, for temporary use, ) 
unul a month or more later. The town 
was then St Charles, under which name 
we have before spoken of this 1mprove- 
ment 

On the Sth of November, 1858, a com- 
pany, consisting of five teams and about 
twenty-five men, from Omaha and Belle- 
vue, N. T , and five teams and as many 
more men from Missouri, came in and 
pitched their camps 

MESSRS MOXN AND RICE, 
of this company, were given forty lots, by 
the St. Charles company, 1f they would 
buld a house. They began building 
about the 12th, finished their house and 
moved ın on the 20th of November. This 
was the first house completed in the city. 
It is built of round cotton:vood logs, roof- 
ed with earth, and may still be seen on 
the south side of Larimer, just below F 
Street 
GEN LARIMER AND COMPANY. 

Wm Larimer, Jı., and his company, 
from Leavenworth, Lawrence, and other 
points in eastern Kansas, arrived on or 
about the 10th of November, and soon 
after obtained possession of the St. Charles 
town site, and on the 15th or 16th of No- 
vember changed the name to Denver City. 
The Denver City Company originally con- 
sisted of forty members, but was subse- 
quently increased to fifty or more. Gen. 
Larimer,C A LawrenceandH Rogers, 
each immediately commenced the erection 
of a house, which they finished and occu- 
pied about the 25th Gen Larimer’s 
house 1s on the west side of F, between 
Larimer and Lawrence Streets, G A 
Lawrence’s on the east side of F, between 
Larimer and McGaa Streets, and H. 
Rogers’ directly opposite. They are all 
built of round logs; daubed with mud and 
covered with earth 

Buildings were now rapidly commenced, 
and by New Year's day there were an all 
some forty or fifty houses, all built after 
the prevailing fashion of the day, and 
similar to the ones above described. They 
were mostly along Blake and Latimer 
Streets. 

Mr. Spooner, during the winter, erect- 
ed a large hewn log building, on the cor- 
ner of I and Lawrence Streets, but it 
was never finizhed, and in the dark days 
of ‘59 was pulled down and the timber 
afterwards applied to other use, 

DENVER HALL. 


In January, 1859, Messrs. Blake & 
Wilhams began the erection of the Den- 
ver House, on Blake Street, near Cherny 
Creek. It was built of cottonwood logs, 
1s About thirty feet wide and near a hun- 
dred feet in length, one story high, with 
a steep roof originally of canvass. ‘It has 
since passed through numerous transfor- 
mations. First. the canvass roof was ta- 
ken off, and a roof of sawed boards put 
on. This did not answer, and late in the 
fall ıt was removed and shingles substitu- 
ted; then the outside walls were weather- 
boarded, the front handsomely finished 
and painted, and finally a foor laid 
throughout = |. 

It was ın the bar-room of the Denver 
House that we first heard Horace Greeley 
address the red-shirted, bearded-faced ad? 
venturers of the Rocky Mountains. He 
stood behind a gambling table, accommo- 
daungly deserted for the oécaston by the 
owner, a scienced dealer of French or 
three card monte. The white-coated phi- 
losopher gave much good and fatherly 


occupe sby its industrious -oyner, who 
opened with, “Come`down !, come down! 
gentlemen; who goes forty dollars on the 
ace? Come, gentlemen, roll up, and 
down with your dust; you'll find this don’t 
much resemble agriculture, but -it's might- 
ily liké mining,” were the words that 
greeted the renowned Horace as he made 
his exit from the room. > - 

We well remember the appearance of 
the Denver House, as its 1mmense can- 
vass roof, glittering in the sun-shine, first 
caught our eye, when coming over the 
plain from‘the, eastward, ‘eagerly looking 
for the tities of Cherry Creek. ` ° 

MESSRS. ST. JAMES AND ST. VRAIN 
arrived with a large train‘of wagons, 
loaded with flour andva general assort- 
ment of goods, and opened a store in the 
first house from Cherry creek onthe south 
side of Larimer street, in the month.of 
Feb, 1859. This was the first store 
opened in Denyer. The proprietors came 
from New Mexico, where they had been 
trading for some ‘years past. In May 
they vacated their first quarters and 
moved into their present commedious 
store-room on Blake street. 

In March another store was opened on 
McGaa street, 1h the building now occu- 
pied by the Exchange Coffee House 
The proprietor also came from Mexico 
with his stocle of goods 7 


E. P. STOUT 
of De Soto, Nebraska, early m March 
built a story and a half hewed log house, 
on Larimer street, on the brow of the 
Cherry Creek bluff. It was covered with 
canvass, and at the date of our arnval was 
the most imposing house in town except 
the “ Denver.” 
DEATH OF OAPT. BASSETT. 

On the 16th of Apnl an altercation 
took place, on Larimer street, between 
Capt. Bassett and John Scudder, growing 
out of former difficulues and long har- 
bored all-feeling ; in the course of which 
Scudder drew a revolver and shot Bassett 
through the body, inflicting a wound_fom 
which he died the next day © Scudder 
gave himself up to the authorities, but 
subsequentiy made his escape and fled 
the country There was an intense feel- 
ing at the time, almost every one talang 
sides with one party or the other, so that 
a serious conflict was laohed for, but the 
departure of Scudder quieted the public 
pulse 

Denver had upon our arrival, on the 
19th of April, about one hundred and 
twenty houses, most of them built of 
round cottonwood logs—some- of hewn 
logs either cottonwood or pine—all, with 
a yery few exceptions, of a singte low 
story, with flat, or slightly mnelined earth 
roofs, and in general features resembling 
the houses of Auraria, before described, 
though a less proportionate number were 
roofed, many of them having only the 
walls up. There were no floors, not a 
single glass window, very httle, if any, 
sawed lumber, und not a well in town 

On the 25th of April, a train came in 
with flour and goods, from Mexico, part 
for Messrs. St James & St. Vrain, and 
the balance for J M Broadwell, who 
immediately opened a store on- Larimer, 
between E and F streets. 

The returning emigration, which com- 
menced from here about the 16th of 
April, at once put a stop to improvements 
—cllizens went prospecting, or sat still, 
waiting for ‘something to turn up.” The 
discoveries in the mountains about the 
midcle of May started all who could go 
in that direction, and but httle more was 
done in the way of building until July, 
when confidence became fully re-estab- 
lished, and those who had got tired of 
prospecting and mining, teturned to ım- 
prove their town property. 


FIRST ARRIVAL OF THE EXPRESS. 


On the 7th of April the first two coaches 
of the “ Leavenworth & Pile’s Peak Ex- 
press Co.” arrived, and drew up in front 
of the Denver House. They had made 
the trip in about twelve days, and 
at one leap brought us a month nearer 
the States, and our old homes. The fol- 
lowing day they opened an office ina 
cabin on Larimer near G street, subse- 
quently removed to the house before oc- 
cupied by St. James and St Vrain, where 
they remained until their building on the 
corner of Blake‘ and G streets was fin- 
ished, where they remained until the 
recent removal of their office into the 
splendid establishment of Major Brad- 
ford. The Express Company also opened 
a wholesale and retail store, and kepta 
large supply of goods up to,the time of 
their sale to R B. Bradford & Cojin 
Sept, last.

Some weeks or months ago our city was 
honored by a visit from a gentleman of 
eastern Kunsas, who, we are informed, 
was the orgihator and principal niover.in 
‘this bu&iness.” We are told he originated, 
and with others signed a written compact 
for this scheme, by which to wrong actual 
bora fide'settlers of their just rights, and 
in pursuance of- which Mr.” Diefendorff 
was employed to commence a survey on 
the base line, near its crossing of the 
Platte, and extend it along the-river, sur- 
veying the valuable lands adjacent there- 
to. At the same time his employees and 
hangers on, took possession of any valua- 
ble quarter section on which there was no 
actual resident at the time, without regard 
to the improveinents of neighboring set- 
tlers extending on to such quarter sections, 
and these new settlers claimed that they 
had such right, and the power (0 file im- 
mediately in, the- U. S. Land Office on 
such lands, and thereby secure a pre- 
emption. 

Now Mr. Diefendorff must know :t will 
be by the merest chance that his survey 
will come right when, the Government 
surveys are properly extended. He must 
also know that the first bona fide settler is 
entitled to a pre-emption mght, and that 
he can select his one hundred and sixty 
acres in forty acre subdivisions in any 
shape he chooses, provided only that they 
join full eighty rods The assertion which 
we hear has been made, that a pre-emp- 
tor cannot cross a section line, is all gam- 
mon He can ‘cross eher a section or 
township hne, and may make Ins pre- 
emption in two or four sections, or town- 
ships, as the case may be. 

We have heard of one or more instan- 
ces recently in which portions of improve- 
ments have been cut off by these bogus 
lines, and jumped, to the great damage 
and detriment of actual settlers, who have 
spent many months time, and thousands 
of dollars, in making their improvements 

It must also be icnown to every one who 
knows anything.at all about Government 
lands, that a filiog cannot be made on 
lands not yet surveyed by properly author- 
ized U S deputy suiveyors—to say noth-

Upon the whole, this pretended survey

New Yours, Jan. 26. 

A gentleman from Acapulco informs 
us that only the artillery of the Liberal 
army, numbering about 2,000 troops, were 
engaged in the battle of the 21st. The 
main body of the troops under Rocha, 
failed to eome up, owing, as was believed, 
to treachery. The artillery which was 
under command of Col. Haile, an Amer- 
ican from San Francisco, was cut to pie- 
ces, owing to the fact that Miramon’s ar- 
tillery was much heavier and of longer 
range than that of the Liberals.

Epron News: According to previous 
agreement, I naw writé you concerning 
tha Tarxgall minos. - Mo came-by 
way of. the mountain road, which proved 
to be very rough, and would in most coun- 
tries be pronounced impassable for wag- 
ons. We were two weeks in making the 
trip—a distance of less than one hundred 
niles Owing to a heavy fall of snow, 
we were compelled to abandon our wagon, 
and depend upon obtaining animals to 
pack thicugh, which we accidentally, and 
very luckily obtained from Mr. Crocket, 
a gentleman to whom I owe many obliga- 
tions. ‘ 

On arriving at the mines I found all 
busiiy engaged; some mining, some ma- 
king the preparatory arrangements there- 
for, while others were usefully engaged 
otherwise, I suppose there are one hun- 
dred men here, or perhaps more. Those 
who are mining are talung out from three 
to exght dollars per day, as a common oc 
currence. The bank claims are the only 
anes worked. Some of the claims are 
tunneled through, a distance of one hun- 
dred feet. 

There are many conjectures in regard 
to the formation of the many little gold- 
bearing banks. Some seem to be slides 
from mountains, while others, it 1s con- 
tended, have been formed by the wash of 
water—perhaps from a great lake which 
once overspread the South Park. Such 
are the conjectures of some, nor are they 
without reason, for 1t 1s evident the gold 
found here has been washed so as to be 
worn smooth. Around the Park are many 
indications of water having once been the 
prevailing element; but what 1s the great- 
est puzzle, is the trace cf the vein of gold, 
which is found in the banks at different 
points, yet no lead or quartz rock has yet 
been found. 

In conclusion, I would advise all who 
contemplate coming in here with teams, 
to wait until spring opens. =”

Mn. Eniror:—After an absence from 
the mining districts of Mountain-City and 
vicinity some two months I was very 
agreeably surprised on my return last 
week to find the mining interest so rapidly 
improving. Last fall it was supposed by 
many that it wauld be utterly impossible 
for any one to live m the mountains dur- 
ing the winter; but such is not the case. 
Miners have done more real prospecting 
this winter than was done all last summer, 
and to the hardy and energetic mmer 
who stayed in the mountains this winter, 
the spring emigrants and ull others are 
greatly indebted. Many new leads and 
gulches have been opened, prospected, 
and found rich, and consequently the 
emigrant can come on in the spring and 
well afford to pay the industrious pros- 
pectors liberally for claims, and com- 
mence work immediately, saving months 
of hard labor and prospecting which was 
such a drawback to the pioneer of last 
season. I trust all will be willing to 
grant those who have thus labored and 
prospected through the winter their just 
and legitimate 11ghts. 

It is also surprising and almost fabu- 
lous to witness the improvement going on 
in buildings. , From Clear Creek to Rus- 
sell and the Eureka gulches, buildings of 
large size are going up; theatres and 
other places of amusement are rapidly 
trading posts nie'n wholesale and retail 
and completion.

Clark, Vandevanter & Co.’s mill will goon 
commence crushing quartz, They are 
now engaged sawing lumber and shingles, 
which bring a good price in the mines. 
Two water-mulls are ready to operate on 
Clear Creek as soon as there is sufficient 
water. The miners seem to regard 
with little or no attention the laws of the 
Provisional Government, but go on the 
Kansas laws, Riots etc, have quite 
ceased since the shooung affair. If itas 
settled thus with no more loss of hfe or 
property it will be well.

Hundreds have rushed to the new 
mines with high hopes, and hundreds 
have returned with lowered heads, erying 
‘*sold,” and “ humbug.” This, I suppose 
will always be the case, every time that 
a new discovery istmade. Men bpild too 
high hopes and become discouraged too 
easily, I have been there twice and am 
sure that it is a good mining country— 
fully as good as this, if not better—and 
the gulches as good as Russells; but 
whether they will excell it or not remaing 
to be proven. 

The leads are’very numerous, and the 
blossom rock looks and prospects well.— 
Not a piece has yet been pulverized and 
tested that did not yield gold The out 
crop blossom is much more.burnt than it 
1s here, and where the leads have been 
opened the rock is more decomposed. The 
prospecting of leads is very limited, and 
very little 1s known about them, only that 
they are easily found and readily traced, 

It is perfectly useless for people living 
at a distance to rush in here for the pur- 
pose of testing those mines; and i£ they 
do, unless they are practical miners, and 
understand what they are abont, it wi} 
be ten chances to one if they do not call 
them a humbug. It must be re- 
membered that ıt is winter, and those 
mines he at the base of mountains on 
whose tops the snow hes all summer, 
therefore it is much colder there than in 
the valleys, or even here.

ing visit to the mountains, visiting Brad- 
ford, Mt. Vernon and Golden City. From 
Auraria our read led up the Platte to 
“Brown’s Bridge,” nine miles above the 
city, where swe crossed to the north side 
of the river. An excellent bridge is near- 
ly completed at this point, by the Brad- 
ford Wagon Road Company. From here 
our route Jay over the rolling plain eight 
and a half miles to Bradford, at the foot 
of the, main mountain chain, and inside 
of the “Backbone” —so called—an abrupt, 
rocky and precipitous ridge, which runs 
parallel with the maim range, and sepa- 
rated therefrom by a lateral valley, in 
most places near a mile in width. Brad- 
ford is approached from the south-east, by 
a narrow canon in this outside ridge, 
through which flows a little rivulet. The 
town plat occupres the valley for about two 
miles in length; the central portion cov- 
ering a sloping cross-ridge, and the ex- 
tremities falling away tothe south-east 
and north-east. Two cabins—one of logs, 
the other of stone—we found finished and 
inhabited. Several piles of lumber and 
hewn timber indicated the sites of contem- 
plated buildmgs. Near the foot of the 
mountains were the spacious tents of the. 
Road Company, and for the night and fol- 
lowing day we were their guest. 

Maj Bradford, President of the Road 
‘Company; and Messrs. Bayaud, Guiraud, 
Steck, Morrison, Horton, Rogers, Dr. 
Lee and Prof. Goldrick, formed our com- 
pany from this city, and ‘Wwe were met at 
Bradford by Messrs, Wall, McCleary and 
Bradstreet, of Golden City, and numer- 
ous: gentlemen from other places. A 
pleasant evenmg was spent; not the least 
attraction being a concert by the Cibola 
minstrels in mother Nature’s hall, which 
was lighted for the occasion by flashing 
pine knots. Mortimer, Bones and Billy 
Birch, as usual, acquitted themselves well, 
giving universal satisfaction, and bringing 
down the house in thunders of applause.

We, the undersigned, having upon several 
occasions been called upon by different parties 
to examine the tuo new roads—one leading 
into the mountains from Mount Vernon and 
called the Casto Road, the other leading into 
the mountains from the town site of Bradford. 

Having passed over both roads, and made 
the necessary examinations, we would most 
resnectfully report — 

That we are fully confident that the Casto 
Road, 1f the expenditure for labor had been 
the same as on the Bradford Road, would be 
equally as good a ropie, with the exception 
of the saving in distance which can be made 
by the Bradford route. The work on the 
Mount Vernon Road is hardly commenced, 
and the grade is: of an easy nature, it not 
requiring one-fourth the labor tQ procure an 
easy prade that the Bradford Road requires.

Many inquiries are made jn reference 
to the amaunt of gold produced from 
Pike's Peak” and the region thereabouts, 
and the value of the game per ouncé.-— 
For -ée.purpose of giving information on 
this subject, we publish the following ex- 
tract from the report made by Mr. J. R. 
Snowdon, the Director of the Maint and 

‘its branches, which report has recently 
been furnished us by that obliging public 
officer: ” p 

“The statement m my last annual re- 
port as to the value of gold from Kansas, 
or Pike’s Peak, was based upon a single 
deposit, which was incorrectly affirmed by 
the depositor of it, to be the preduct of 
that region. The mint being now almost 
dmly in receipt of the genuine article, 
both in washed grains and amalgam, we 
can give more correct, though not very 
definite information, concerning its value. 
The fineness of the gold has the average 
range of eight hundred to nine hundred 
thousandths, but generally lies within eight 
hundred and twenty-five to eight hundred 
and forty-five. The alloying metal ss sil- 
ver, as ın ali cases of native gold. The 
value of the gold ın bars, allowing for the 
| silver, is nearly or quite $17 50 per ounce, 
‘on the average. Its not so easy to ar- 
i rive at an average of the gold in grains 
‘or amalgam, on account of the variable 
‘loss ın melting. Until within a recent 
‘period, it was found that this loss would 
| make a reduction of about two dollars per 
ounce upon the value above stated, but 
lately the manipulations at the mines seem 
to- hase been improving, as indicated by 
the loss being reduced to about $1.50 per 
ounce, and ıt may ere long be reduced to 
one dollar or less. At present, therefore, 
the mint value of Kansas gold m grains 
‘or amalgam, to speak in general terms, is 
about $16 an ounce troy weight. It will 
be seen by reference to the tables at- 
tached to this report, that the amount of 
gold received fron the country just refer- 
red to, during the last fiscal year, 1s quite 
meonsiderable. But it may be noted that 
since the close of that year, the receipts 
have increased. The amount received at 
| the mint in Philadelphia up to the date of 
this report, is $97,580 10.” 

We learn that since the date of this 

report the further sum of $152,978 has 
| been received at the Mmt in Philadelphia, 
land that our other mitmg establishments 
have received about $210,000 from the 
same source. The amount, therefore, re- 
ceived up to this ume from that region 1s 
| about $160,000. Tt thus appears that the 
Fecuntry sn the region of Pike’s Peak has 
| produced a considerable quantity of gold, 
| and there is reason to believe that the pro- 
duction will incrsase from that source —

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The Hon. Willism Pennington. 


The New York Tribune says: 
“Mr. Pennington was elected to Con- 
gress by the Peopie’s paity of New Jer- 
sey. His antecedents are Whig. He 
is a warm friend of protection to Ameri- 
can industry, and holds with tenacity to 
the old-fashioned doctrines of Jefferson, 
Marshall, Tompkins and Webster, upon 
the power and duty of Congress to inhibit 
slavery inthe Territories. ‘Though he 
has held high pubne positions, having been 
Chancellor and Governor of New Jersey 
for six yems. yet, doubtless, he has had 
less experience in legislative bodies than 
any man ever chosen to the Speaker's 
chair.

‘Muhlenberg, tlie Speaker of the First 
Congress, and also Mr. Clay, he is the 
first gentleman of the twenty-six that have 
occupied the chair, who had been called 
to it on his first appearance in that body. 
Though Mr. Clay was chosen Speaker of 
the Xith Congress without having previ- 
ously held a seat in the House, yet he had 
often been s member of the General As- 
sembly of Kentucky, had been its presi- 
ding officer, and had served three sessions 
in the Umted States Senate.

He states facts worthy of notice, Though 
the consumption of champagne in the 
United States is estimated at 1,000,000 
bashets per annum, the quantity actually 
made in. France, in a comparatively 
small district, 13 not more than 800,000 
baskets. One million baskets are annual- 
ly sold in the United States, while, at the 
Custom House of New York, where 
more than two thirds of the whole im- 
portation is passed, only 175,028 baskets 
were cleared in 1859, The actual sup- 
ply of the genume, by all the champagne 
makers in France, is 800,000 baskets a 
year; of which Russia takes 160,000, 
Great Britam and her dependencies 
165,000, America 220,000; France 
162,000, and Germany 140,000 baskets 
every year. Thus, only one fifth of the 
wine sold im America as champagne was 
made in France.

Boulder Items. 


r. J. T. Graham has given us some 
interesting items from Boulder thd viċin“ 
ity. A new road is being opened up 
along Utilla Creek—formerly known as 
Left Hand Creek—to the mountain mines. 
It is already finished to Mr. Graham's 
mili, nine miles and a half from the foot 
of the mountains. It is the design to ex- 
tend to Gregory’s, with a branch to the 
new mines north-west of there. It will 
be free throughout. 

Some valuable quartz leads have re- 
cently been discovered in the Utila dis- 
district. A new district has also been 
discovered ‘six ,miles west of the Utilla 
district, The diggings are in a gulch six 
or eight mies long. As yet it has been 
but imperfectly prospected, owing to the 
deep snow and frozen condition of the 
ground, Fourteen cents to the pan has 
been realized in prospecting six feet be- 
low the surface. The bed rock has in no 
instance been found. 

There will be three or four quartz mills 
established in Ulla, Gold Hill and Twelve 
Maile Gulch districts early ın the spring. 
Two are already nearly completed; an- 
other is now on the road. 

A new town, galled Altona, has been 
laid out at the point where Utilla Creek 
enters the plain. 

Parties going into any of the Boulder 
mines, should leave the Platte River at 
St. Vrain, taking the road thence to Al- 
tona.

Mounrarn Giry, Feb. 26, 1860. 

Environ News: The travel to and from 
the new mines still continues. Every day 
parties of men, with their packs, are go- 
ing and returning ; nothing stops them— 
no hardships, no freezing cold, no danger; 
they brave everything, with an enthusi- 
asm and zeal that I never before witness- 
ed. Not much has been done toward de- 
veloping the resources of that country. 
The great anxiety seems to be to secure 
claims, and then let the matter rest until 
spring. Until that time, very httle can 
be known. The snow hes in the gulches, 
to my personal knowledge, from two to 
thirty feet deep. How, than, can they be 
| prospected through such a depth of snow ? 
[It is impossible; and consequently the 
great richness of the country 1s mere con- 
jecture. The only test that has yet been 
made, to amount to anything, was made 
last Thursday by Mr. Bartlett, in the 
Erick gulch. He washed, with a small 
rocker, from five pans of dirt, one dollar 
and twelve cents. The dirt was taken 
out at a depth of four feet below the sur- 
face. Those mines will doubtless turn 
out to be good, but no one van yet tell how 
good. 

Men are ransacking that country in 
every conceivable direction. A party has 
started with the intention of prospecting 
the country as far north as Long’s Peak, 
where some men report finding good pros- 
pects last summer. It appears that a 
good many had found what they thought 
to be good mines, but supposed it would 
not be found out before spring; the late 
discoveries have caused them to become 
uneasy, and each man has started to se- 
cure his discovery. 

Four new districts have already been 
found, containing both leads and gulches. 
The gold taken from the guiches is shot 
and scale gold, and all coarse. The blos- 
som rock that has been tested, all yields 
gold. Quite a large number of leads 
have been found, and are now being 
opened, 

The weather in the new mines, for the 
past week, has been intensely cold, and 
miners have suffered considerably; hav- 
ing very little to protect them from the 
storms that constantly came down upon 
them from the snowy range. It is doubt- 
less hazardous, both for health and hfe, 
but no one seems to think of these when 
hunting for gold. It is really amusing to 
see men hunting gulches on snow shoes. 
Tt don’t look much lke testing the bed 
rock, when they have to dig through thirty 
feet of snow to reach the ground. Noth- 
ing but spring will reveal what that coun- 
try really is. 

Mr. J. F. Vandevanter, while explo- 
ring the country south-west from the Wis- 
consin district—the first new discoveries 
—came unexpectedly on to a mountain 
lion. They both saw each other at the 
same time, but neither seemed to be very 
favorably impressed with the appearance 
of his new acquaintance, and yet neither 
seemed willing to retreat. Mr. Vande- 
vanter concluded that to turn back would 
be sure to encourage the animal to pur- 
sue and attack him, and so determined to 
stand his ground, or to advance and make 
the attack, and know the worst: Obtain- 
ing a club, and taking out his pocket knife 
—the only weapon he had for defence— 
he fixed his eyes steadfastly upon those of 
the hon, and advanced. The hon stood 
his ground until Mr. V. approached with- 
an twenty feet of him, when his courage 
failed, and he beat a hasty retreat; thus 
ending what might otherwise have been 
a serious catastrophe. I think by this act, 
Mr. Vandeyanter has proved himself to 
be a man of true, genuine courage, sel- 
dom equalled in these modern days. 

The weather here has been decidedly 
cool the past week, but is now coming 
around warsa again, and bids fair to be as 
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formerly, the most pleasant winter weath- 
er ever known east of the Rocky Moun- 


tains. The mining contin usag} on 
all the leads‘and gulches. Rieni apiieh 
is nearly filled again with-active niiners; 
and over half of the claims arg now, being 
worked with small rockers’ | y 
carried on ın all the gulches ànd every- 
thing is going ahead with activity. The 
rattling of the rock in the roskers, the 
steady and constant ring of the pick and 
drill; the ponderous strokes of the pestles 
at the quartz mills, can be heard night 
and day; and the constant booming of the 
blasts, in ail parts of the mmes, teil that 
the miners are alive, and that something 
1s being done. Idoubt very much if there 
can be found, in any community of this 


J amze, anywhere, as much stir, enthusiaem ; 


and industry, as is manifest here every 
day. Give me a gold country for excite- 
ment. If there is the least spark of ex- 
vitability in a man, it will here be fanned 
into an inextinguishable flame. These 
mines are just beginning to be opened— 
whe can predict their future? After all 
the wild conjectures, and extravagant 
statements, I am now of the opimon that 
they will all fail short of the reahty. The 
immigration 1s rushing in, in great num- 
bers. Almost every cabin is filled, and 
again stirring with active life.

The road 19 not hilly, or rongh as has been 
supposed, but on the contrary, passes over a 
beautiful prairie country, far superior to any 
we supposed to exist in this region The 
grass is far superior to, and more abundant 
than along the Platte ; indeed, we are satis- 
fied that there ıs much farming land along 
the route, that will compare favorably with 
that of Eastern Kansas and Nebraska; while 
its ranching lands are not equalled by any in 
this region. The whole prairie, commencing 
a few miles from Denver, ts covered with a 
fine growth of grass. 

This road, we find, intersects the Platte 
road sixteén miles this side of the mouth of 
Beaver Creek; avoiding’ the bad road above 
the mouth of the Byou, and saving, at least, 
nay as travel. 

Wood and water are abundant along the 
whole route.
